TWO STORES BLOWS UP. 


NEW YOBK, Feb. 3.—The larga 
toy- 


Roods establishments of Garry Brothers and 
Kidley & Co., situated on the neighboring 
comers of Grand and Allen streets, were 
badly damaged by an explosion at 2:30 
o'clock yesterday moaning. At that hour 
•was 
felt 
a 
terrific 
explosion, fol- 


lowed 
instantly 
by 
a 
broad 
sheet 


of flame and the crashing of 
heavy 


glass. Those who first arrived at the scene 
found the immense show-window of 'Garry 
Brothers' store was wrecked and a similar 
state of affairs in Ridley's store opposite, 
where the Alien street window was demol- 
ished and one hundred and seven lights 
of glass in the upper part of the building 
broken. 
A policeman found a man ly- 


ing in the gutter in front of Garry's 
store and noticed two men hobbling down 
Alien stroet. while a fourth man was run- 
ning toward the Bowery. All four were 
captured and locked up and when arraigned 
at noon were remanded for further ex- 
amination. 
They gave their names as 


William Button, a waiter; James Daly, 
a eierk; Clurles Henry, a laborer, and 
Joseph Lamb, a printer, also a member of 
tlie Dry-Goods Clerks' Equality Association. 
All the men were more or less cut by glass, 
and Henry was so badly wounded as to 
necessitate sending him to a hospital. 
The 


damage to botli the dry-goods establish- 
ments is less than 55,000. 


Thus far the whole affair is a mystery, as 


tlie prisoners firmly declare their innocence. 
In police drcles tbe explosion is explained 
by the statement that 
Garry Brothers 


have had a great deal of trouble with 
their clerks, who are all members of 
the Equality Association. 
Just before 


Christmas 
"Garry 
Brothers 
discharged 


one ol' their clerks for a cause not deemed 
sutiicitnt by the Equality Association, and 
his reinstatement was demanded and re- 
fused by the firm.' The result was a gen- 
eral strike among the clerks, which lasted a 
few days and then terminated by the clerks 
yielding. It is intimated that the explosion 
was the revenge of the association. Ihe 
police also charge the bame association 
with the indiscriminate smashing ot dry- 
iroods store windows last spring when tlie 
oarly closing movement was being agitated. 
So tar as the four men arrested are con- 
cerned thore is no evidence against them 
save that they were found in 'he vicinity of 
the wrecked windows by the police. Nor is 
it certain what sort of explosive was used, 
iilthonnh the general belief is that giant 
powder and not dynamite was the destruct- 
i\e aircnt. 


Thoui,i-> Garry, tlie dry-goods merchant, 


said that he had been told three weeks ago 
that tin: Irnnt of his store would be blown 
out. and fur a time he had a special watch 
put ui'on thupiumises, but as nothing hap- 
pened thU vigilance was relaxed. He said 
his information came from the Equality As- 
sociation, and lie knew Norton, tlie walking 
delegate of tliu association, to be tlie ring- 
leader in all tlie tiouble. 


Arthur J. Kidley, whose 
establishment 


suffered in tlie explosion, says that the pres- 
ent trouble is> only the beginning of what 
employers may look for, and that the pro- 
tective associations are daily growing more 
violent. 
The Equality Association is a secret, 


oath-bound organization, aud includes in 
its membership about twelve hundred dry- 
goods clerks, who fill responsible positions 
in tlie leading stores o» Broadway, Sixth 
and Eighth avenues and Grand street, as 
well as scattering establishments on all 
stieets between the Uattery and Harlem. 
Tlieir methods of work 
have been ^by

dueriVr's. Tne basement was wrecked.and 
one <if Morris' children was hurled through 
a window, sustaining a numoer of _severe 
hut n it dangerous cuts. Mrs. Morris was 
stunned by being thrown against a door, 
wliile a number of men in the bar were 
tossed off their feet and thrown hither aud 
tliitlier. 


While the excitement attendant on the 


second explosion was at its height a third 
and more violent disaster of a similar char- 
acter took place in George Mueller's saleon 
across the street, Mueller's daughter was 
going down the cellar when the explosion 
occurred. She fell down in such a way 
that she Wiis unable to get up, but lay 
summing. The room caught fire, and she 
would have beeu speedily cremated but 
for the bar-tender, Charles Roth, who res- 
cued her at the peril of his own life. Lizzie 
Galmoth, a cook, Dr. Ziegler, of AHeghany, 
and Jack Stern, a mill-worker, were also in 
the saloon. The doctor was blown against 
Uie wall and injured internally, the Gal- 
uioth girl sustained slight injuries, and Jack- 
Stern was terribly burned. 


Just as the last explosion took place a

THE WEIGHT OF CHILDREN. 


Bow It Varies from Day to Day—Period* 


of Increase and Decrease. 


Pastor Mailing Hansen, the director of tha 


Royal Deaf and Dumb asylum in Copen- 
lagen, has published an interesting pamphlet 
on "The Periodicity of the Weight of Child- 
ren " His observations, obtained by the 
laily weighing of tha children under his care 
are ve'y interesting 
According to his evi- 


dence tho weight of children diffiersso largely 
_rom day to day that no trustworthy result 
ain be obtame 1 from weighing ot long in- 
tervals. A child may be two pounds heavier 
at 
night 
than 
in 
the 
morning, 


maybe 
one 
and 
one half 
pounds 


lighter in the morning than the night 
jefjre 
Eating seems to have more influence 


an weight than exercise, bathing, or occupa- 
tion. The ultimate increase in weight, cor 
responding to increase m growth, does not 
£o on regularly throughout tha year 
There 


is a period of stoppage in the increase of 
weight with corresponding loss, from the he- 
gmnms of May till pa-.t tha middle of July, 
in which tima the loss of woight may exceed 
double the average ultimate gala 


During August, September and October 


there is a very s eady period of increase in 
weight, sometimes rising to five times more 
than the average increase 
During the rest 


of the year the weight vanes from less to 
more around the average figure of increase. 
During the bummer holidays the increase ha 
weight is twice the average, und in Septem 
bcrand October even thrice 
Besidea the 


serious period of lo-,s from May to July. 
theia are at other times frequent sudden 
stoppages in the increase of weight, some 
times followed bi actual loss. These hin 
drances, lasting from h,x to fourteen day , 
are not nude up for by extra pi nods of in- 
crease, an! seem to indicate real damage, so 
that the actual increase of weight beams to 
take place during about the fifth part of the 
year, while the remaining time is occupied 
with loss and its replacement. There is a 
decided correspondence between the vacilla 
tion of tempeiature 
and accompanying 


vacillations in tha weight of the child—in- 
crea e of warmth and of weight and de- 
crease of warmth and of weight go hand in 
hand 
A decrease o£ 2 degrees of warmth 


m the temperature of the fiva dajs is 
accompanied by a ninefold decrease in tha 
weight ot a child, and 3 degrees more 
vtai mth by a thirteanfold in weight. 


The hindrance aud loss of weight that ac- 


company a decrease in tha warmth of, the 
temjwrature has begun to rise, as if the loss 
depended on sicklinew induced by the colder 
temperature. A year that has had mo** 
changes of temperature is far moie unfavor 
able to tha normal increase of weight in a 
child than a more steady year, and a senos 
of such unfavorable years will for many foi 
lowing years result in less strong children. 
The reason of the great period of loss from 
May to July, and the rapid increase during 
the autumn months, do not seem to depend 
on the conditions of warmth. Th» increase 
of weight m tha children experimented on 
was always greater during the penod when 
the moon was receding from the earth and 
less during the period when the mo^n was 
approaching the earth. During the former 
period the children mcrea-,ed in weight twiod 
as much as during the latter period
